CROWNS BY JOHN KI7TREDGE 


When Jack Kiley asked me to write on crowns, 

I was somewhat perplexed, should I write on 
general crown collecting, a description, a 
history or choose a specific crown, era,series, 
country, city, provence and write on that. 

It was about 55 years ago that I started collect¬ 
ing coins. Like most collectors, I started with 
pocket change, in those days "V" nickels, 

Indian head cents and Morgan silver were 
readily available. An old time collector of 
those days told me that new collectors started 
with pocket change, passing soon to obsolete 
United States coinage, then to modern world 
coins and finally graduating to ancients. I 
have followed that route, except I have stopped 
with modern (since 1500 A.D.) world coins. I 
now specialize in world crowns. 

My definition of a crown is a silver coin 
struck for circulation as opposed to a medal. 
Using a Peace dollar as a size of 100, the 
size of a crown varies from 75 to 125. What 
is the enchantment, romance, fascination and 
charm of these crowns? The enchantment is that 
crowns have struck since 1486, in almost every 
country. They started in the Austrian Tyrol, 
in a suburb of Innsbruck to be exact and grad¬ 
ually spread through central Europe and then 
throughout Europe and on to the New World, 
especially Mexico. 

The greatest number of varieties is from 
Germanic Central Europe, simply because Ger¬ 
many was not a united country until 1870. Each 
prince, duke, bishop, margrave and count want¬ 
ed to have a better looking coin than his con¬ 
temporary neighbor. Not only was there a great 
number of states, cities, bishoprics and duchies 
stricking coins, but there is an almost limit¬ 
less supply of die varieties, mint masters, 
spelling and punction marks making for a virtual 
cosmos of items for a collection. 


The beauty of the design, die sinking and 
stricking ability is enhanced by the large size 
of the planchet in contrast with the lower de¬ 
nominations. The surface area allows more de¬ 
tail in the hair, armor inscription size and 
facial expressions. 

In my opinion, the Northern and Central Italian 
crowns of 1600 - 1705 are the most handsome 
coins ever struck-Venice, Florence, Piacenza 
and in particular, the Papal Crowns. The 18th 
century Russian rubles have intriguing por¬ 
traits. Many of the 18th century German crowns 
have finely detailed city views, mining scenes 
and heraldic devices. The clothing is as.finely 
detailed as the poftraits, showing all manner 
of hats, dress and in particular, armor. 

Many of the coins have insipid designs, prosaic 
portraits, con-fusing coats-o-farms, overly 
lauding inscriptions, but most have fascinating 
oddities, curiosities and charming devices, 
such as a tortoise climbing- a palm tree in 
Scotland, a dancing bear in Switzerland and 
an automobile in China. 

The preservation of these coins is remarkable, 
considering the age of them and the fact that 
there were not interred in great numbers as 
the ancient coins were. At the time of strick¬ 
ing, particularly the older ones, each crown 
was worth a huge sum, in many cases a month's 
wages. Preservation as jewelry and keepsakes 
accounts for the existence of many of the 
older ones. These coins have rim mounts for 
loops, belt buckles and brooches. These marks 
do detract from the monetary and asthetic value 
of these coins, but it means that they were not 
melted for bullion silver. Most of these coins 
were kept as a store of value rather than used 
in trade. Weakness in stricking is often mis¬ 
taken for wear as many were hand struck. Worn 
dies were also a cause of flat areas. 


Often, I wonder who has owned these crowns over 
the years, what they have purchased or financed, 
who hoarded them, enjoyed them for their numis¬ 
matic charm and beauty and what famous collect¬ 
ions they have graced. 

Considerating their age, state of preservation, 
charm and history, I think that crowns are a 
numismatic bargain. Many of the later day coins 
can be readily bought for under $50.00.A check 
for $100.00 to $400.00 can purchase older and 
rarer, many with less that 100 still extant, 
not many more than an 1804 United States dollar. 

At your next visit to a coin show or shop, visit 
the world dealer or section, just to see what 
is available. Your interest in history will be 
renewed.
